- Session. Ends on Graver Note 
Than Any Since World 
War's Close

OTTAWA, July 5th. — The second 
session of the present Parliament has 
-€nded on a considerably graver note 
than any session since the war. Its 
. later hours were clouded .with the un- 
certainties that of course still continue 
about how the situation in Korea will 
be resolved. One thing is clear, that 
on foreign policy party lines disappear. 
It has been so in the past and is just 
as true of today. 

The session, while finishing under 
the stress of the Far Eastern crisis, 
was otherwise for the most part a 
quiet and businesslike affair and the 
list of measures passed is quite im- 
pressive. : 


Of Direct Interest to Agriculture 


Of direct interest to agriculture were 
the renewal of the Agricultural Prod- 
ucts Act, giving authority for the sup- 
port of agricultural as well as fishery 
products “where such support may be 
required to reduce the impact of price 
‘adjustments.” 

While not in the form of a statute 
or even approval of a specific agree- 
ment, the discussions and arrange- 
ments with Great Britain on the sale 
of wheat after the transition from the 
present agreement to export under the 
International Wheat Agreement were 
of great interest. : 

During the coming year Mr. Howe 
believed the price and quantity of 
Canadian wheat sold would be high. 
It had been intimated that before the 
close of the session there would be a 
further explanation from Mr. Howe of 
the effect of his visit to London, that 
is in relation to the sale of other 
products. This, however, was appar- 
ently forestalled by the Government’s 
Korean policy, which naturally. held 
prior place to any other question. It 
is understood, however, that consider- 
able progress was made at these talks. 

Another measure of the session was 
the one that brought the powers of 
the Wheat Board “into conformity with 
the provisions of the International 
Wheat Agreement.” There was also 
_ @n amendment to Prairie Farm Assis- 
tance which liberalized that act, re- 
moving what appeared to be inequities 
in the distribution of aid to farmers 
whose crops are practically ruined, 


Britain's Improved Position Helps

continent is of course the continued 
improvement of the economic situa- 
tion in Britain and the countries of 
Western Europe.

The 
results in sales to Canada are par- 
ticularly noteworthy, as the average 
dollar prices of the goods sold to this 
market have been reduced. . The Brit- 
ish exports to the’ U.S. for May were 
8.3 million pounds.

to members of $780,428.06. The 
members’ investment in plants 
and equipment, all from earn- 
ings, totals $1,149,065.09, while 
$072,009.09 has been allocated 
to depreciation. The present 
value of the assets owned’ by 
the members, however, exceeds 
greatly, according to high 
authority, the amount of the in- 
vestment. 

The Pool’s strong financial position 
was disclosed in the auditors’ report 
presented by M. C. McCannel of Mc- 
Cannel Bros., and in the reports of 
President J. ‘A; Wood of Elnora and 
General Manager Ellis A. Johnstone. 

Tributes to Pool and Management 


F. J. Fitzpatrick, Supervisor of Co- 
operative Activities for the Alberta 
Government, paid a high tribute to the 
membership and the officers of the 
Pool, complimenting them on what 
they had accomplished in 25 years, and 


-wishing them as great a proportionate 


advance in the next quarter century. 

Mr. Johnstone’s report brought from 
Mr. Fitzpatrick the compliment that 
“this was one of the finest ever given 
to any meeting of any body of people.” 
The Supervisor also stated,’ on the 
authority of the auditor, that Mr. 
Johnstone’s main interest had always 
been to ‘keep the Pool in a sound 
financial position.” 

Tributes to the Pool were paid by 
Roy Marler, President of the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture, who assured 
A.F.A. support; by Henry G. Young, 
Vice-President of the Farmers’ Union 
of Alberta, who advised the delegates 
that the Union is “one hundred per 
cent behind your co-operative”; and 
at the banquet by President Maddock 
of the Northern Alberta Dairy Pool; D.

Quality of Butterfat 


“54.4 per cent of all butterfat pro- 
duced in Alberta in 1949 graded spe- 
cial. 59.1 per cent of all butterfat pur- 
chased by our 14 creameries graded 
special. This showed an increase for 
the year of 2.7 per cent for the Prov- 
ince and 4.2 per cent for the Central 
Alberta Dairy Pool.”

“It is very fortunate for the Dairy 
Farmers of Canada,” said the Presi- 
dent, “that we have a floor price of 
50%c Calgary and 52%c Vancouver for 
butter in solids with over 20 million 
pounds on hand when the new price 
was announced, and it looks like this 
surplus will grow. What would butter 
prices be under supply and demand?

“IT am sure you will all have read 
the article ‘True or False?’ in the May 
issue of our Western Farm Leader. Also 
the letter by Ivor Soderburg of Sas- 
katchewan in the same issue or the 
letter in The Albertan by Jack Suther- 
land.

Now, Mr. and 
Mrs. Farmer, don’t be ‘penny wise and 
dollar foolish,’ because if you save a 
penny today you will lose dollars in 
the year to come. 

“I would like to express our appre- 
ciation to the F.U.A. for circularizing 
their Locals and asking for their help 
in bringing the menace of oleomar- 
garine home to the farmer. We are 
submitting no resolution on oleomar- 
garine, as the matter is at preSent in 
the hands of the Privy Council.

The West’s Need of a New Divorce Law

Cause of Juvenile Delinquency 


That Act of 1857 — the Act which 
governs us — is, in my opinion, bar- 
barous, unjust, unrealistic and inade- 
quate in respect to its application to 
individuals; and in respect to the pub- 
lic welfare it is a menace, because it 
conduces to perjury and breeds dis- 
respect for law generally and because 
it is, I believe, a principal cause of

linquency — social workers Say that 
over half of such delinquents come 
from broken homes. 

Barbarous: among other things, for 

the reason that a young man or 
woman whose fate it is to marry a 
Spouse who soon thereafter becomes 
incurably, insane remains his legal wife 
until a merciful death, delayed per- 
haps for 20 or more years, separates 
them. Insanity, no matter how long 
prolonged, is not a ground for divorce 
in Canada. It is, under the “Herbert 
Act”, in England. 
: Unjust: because, among other things, 
it gives a spouse whose partner has 
committed an isolated act of adultery 
the right to a divorce but denies that 
right to one who has suffered for years 
from what he or she may consider a 
much more grievous offence, namely, 
extreme cruelty or permanent deser- 
tion. It is also unjust in giving a wife, 
strangely enough, two more grounds 
for divorce than it gives a husband — 
his only ground is adultery; she can 
sue on that ground and also on either 
of two other grounds, namely, two 
abnormal or “abominable” sexual of- 
fences (sodomy and bestiality). 

Why Parliament-in passing “The 
Herbert Act” did not adopt the recom- 
mendation of the Royal Commission 
of 1912 that both sexes have the same 
grounds for divorce and that the word 
“adultery” should include those other 
acts, is a mystery the writer has not 
been able to get to the bottom of. 

In England, however, where cruelty 
is now a ground for divorce, a man 
married to a Lesbian was given a di- 
vorce on the ground that worry over 


her persistence in that conduct had 


affected his health and was therefore 
legal cruelty. Our law is also unjust 
in that in making proof of adultery 
the only ground on which, except for 
such abnormal cases, a divorce can be 
obtained, it puts up a bar to the con- 
scientious which the unscrupulous take 
in their stride. The reductio ad absur- 


-dum was the case: where, it is said, a 


wife unwilling to commit, or have her 
husband commit, adultery, but willing 
to perjure herself, as she must have 
done, obtained a divorce by disguising 
herself and arranging to be found in 
the necessary situation with her own 
husband. 

Unrealistic: Our law is that because, 
although-it grants annulments for per- 
manent impotency existing at the 
time of the marriage, it shuts its eyes 
to the fact that the cause of at least 
50 per cent of unhappy marriages, and 
consequently broken homes, is physi- 
cal deficiency or incompatibility. It 


‘does recognize that complete impo- 


tency may exist ad hoc, that is, be- 
tween a married couple but not be- 
tween either of them and a third per- 


-son; but, illogically, it Shuts its eyes 


to the fact that physical incompati- 


bility. may result in a situation as much ' 


at variance with a happy and proper 
marriage as complete impotency does. 

If such be the case, ‘‘Why, then,’ 
you will say, “is it so difficult to ob- 
tain amendments to the law?” One 
reason has -been stated already: the 
fact that only the Parliament at Ot- 
tawa can make them, and it, as we 
know, is dominated by the members 
from Ontario and Quebec. Ontario is 
named first, because the prevalent 
idea that the real obstacle to- reform 
is the attitude of Quebec is not en-

tirely true. It seems that the Quebec 
M.P.’s will object only to those changes 
which may make _it easier for per- 
sons domiciled (in the legal sense) in 
that Province to obtain divorces. 


Late Joseph Shaw’s Experience 
One of my authorities for that state- 
ment is the late Joseph Shaw, K.C. He 
when member for Calgary West was a 
principal promoter of the amendment 
which did jaway with “the double stan- 
dard,” the amendment which enabled 
a wife as well as a husband to obtain 
a divorce on the ground of adultery 
alone. Prior thereto (1925) a wife had 
to prove, in addition to adultery, de- 
sertion or cruelty or that the adultery 
was incestuous or bigamous. 
“No Opposition From Quebec” 


That most just amendment met, he 
told me, with “terrific” opposition. 
When I said: “From. Quebec, -I sup- 


pose?” he replied: “No, there was no ___ 


opposition from Quebec, the Quebec 
members were logical, they said that 
since they did not believe in divorce on 
any ground we, who did, could’ make 
the grounds what we pleased, so far as 
they were concerned, so long as the 
grounds could not be invoked by their 
own people. 

“The strongest.opposition came from 
the rural districts of Ontario; they 
feared that any change whatever in

creases were shown in road vehicles 
(particularly private cars), iron and 
steel, whisky, pottery and glass, and 
machinery. 

A major effect of the improvement 
in the British currency position, mainly 
through increased exports, must in the 
end be a strengthening of our position 
in the British markets for our. agricul- 
tural products. 


Something to Keep in Mind 


One of the greatest dangers is that 
the purchase of wheat, which of course 
is Our main product exported to Bri- 
tain, might become established as 
practically the sole item of export. 
This is most unlikely to occur, but it 
is something that has to be kept in 
mind as a possible danger that must 
be avoided. It is the natural market 


for our apples, for example, and un- 


doubtedly pressure is being kept up to 
see that at the earliest possible mo- 
ment apple export will be resumed 
and gradually expanded. As far as 
bacon is concerned the situation is un- 
fortunate. We are not filling our con- 
tract this year, small though it is. 
Canada has to sell in every 
market it can. This has been em- 
phasized by the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce. There is the pit- - 
fall of being complacent about the 
future and depending too much 
on domestic markets. Canada’s

“A GRAND RAIN’! AND OTHER TOPICS 


the moment. ' 
A Familiar Ring 


One has a familiar ring and is un- 


derstood by the greater number of us. 
There would probably be an exclama- 
tion, “Wasn’t that a grand rain!” I 
understand that’s just what you’ve 
been saying in most of Alberta lately 
— that the rains came when things 
were beginning to look most dis- 
couraging. I hope for none of you it 
came too late. And I hope you'll get 
the necessary later rains. 

I am assured that here on our part 
of this Island a drought so early in the 
season is unusual and it certainly was 
most unwelcome. Great fields of grain 
were not suffering, but almost every 
form of farming was being punished, 
and flower gardens, which abound 
here, were showing the ill - effects. 
“What a blessing for the strawberries!” 
said a woman whom I met from a 
strawberry district, and a man whose 
home was tree- surrounded reminded 
me that the fire hazard here was al- 
ways in mind at the time of a drought 
and it was a relief that that danger 
was lessened. 

And, as_ relatively unimportant 
things, but unusual, very often get 
much comment, one subject introduced 
would probably be that of the shoot- 
ing of a cougar in the field almost 
across the road from us where there 
are sheep and lambs. British Columbia 
is known for its cougars, but they do 
not usually play their part in the vil- 


When We Held Our Breath 


Thirdly, a subject of wide-reaching 
interest, would be the settling of the 
strike of the loggers — the Interna- 
tional Woodworkers of America 
against the Comox Logging Company. 
Other companies were involved, I be- 
lieve, but that was the one that would 
affect this community and there was 


an almost holding otf breath by some’ 


as the dead-line approached. How- 
ever, a compromise was effected and 
life goes on much as usual. It would 
be difficult to realize just how much 
the wide community wou!d have been 
affected, for it would have meant not 
only the loggers, and they seem to 
have a variety of occupations, but de- 
pendent activities such as saw mills, 
ply wood factories, sash and door fac- 
tory, lumber yards, etc., would have 
been closed. I noted carpenters hurry- 
ing to get some lumber they needed 
as it would have been impossible to 
get it. In fact, there would have been 
a semi-paralysis over a large stretch of 
country. ° 
Win “Shop Security” 

The men were asking for a closed 
shop, but did not get that, so men can 
still be hired who do not belong to the 
Union. However, they got what is 
called shop security, which means, I 
believe, that the dues are deducted 
from a man’s wages and paid to the 
Union. This should, I think, eventually 
result in membership for the great 
majority of employees. 

The loggers asked for a raise of 
seventeen cents an hour and got 
twelve; and they kept their forty-hour 
week, They do not work on Satur- 
days, and the companies, I believe, 
were wanting to change that. Some 
companies have their camps, but this 
one does nc, and our next door neigh- 
bor leaves at 6.15 in the morning for 
his eight o'clock work. Of course, to 
many a fa:iner, that sounds an ideally 
short day, even although fe has to ad- 
mit some of i.is winter Ones may be 
as short.

World Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


The Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion in a recent statement on world 
grain production declared that the 
period of scarcity is now over and that 
the world is already confronted with 
surpluses. 

It is feared in some quarters that 
the Korean situation may change thfs 
picture. Should southern Korea fall, 
it would mean a loss of upwards of 
100,000 tons of rice which normally 
goes to Japan. orchermote, there 
might be a swing of the major rice 
producing areas which export about 
2%4 million tons annually, Indonesia, 
Burma, Siam and French Indo-China, 
to Communist control. The . North- 
western Miller states that should the 
Communists gain control of the rice 
bowl, it is believed that the Western 
hemisphere would be called upon to 
supply wheat to replace the loss of 
rice to the large rice importing nations 
of India and Japan. 


Larger Than Last Year 

Prospects at present indicate that 
the world’s wheat crop will be larger 
than last year. While the United 
States production will be down, many 
other countries report improved pros- 
pects. 

The winter wheat crop is being har- 
vested in the United States and yields 
are, for the most part, light. The June 
1st estimate places United States pro- 
duction at 945 million bushels, some 
18 per cent less than last year, and the

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Livestock Markets Review 

CALGARY STOCKYARDS, July 5th.— 
Cattle market is active, with light re- 
ceipts and steady prices. Bulk of re- 
ceipts are grass cattle, below brand- 
able grades. Good butcher steers are 
$27 to $27.50, down to $23 for common; 
good fed calves $27 to $27.50, down to 
$23; good cows, $18.75 to $19.50, down 
to $15.50, canners and cutters $12 to 
$15. Grade A hogs $31.25, sows $17.50 
liveweight. Good spring lambs $29, 
ewes $12 to $14. 
smallest crop for seven years. : 

Present prospects indicate that Can- 
ada’s crop will be considerably larger 
than last year. There has been no 
estimate of production as yet, but 
prospects in Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan are quite good, and in Alberta, 
although a bumper crop is not poas- 
sible, conditions are much better than 
at the same time last year, when the 
crop from the Prairie Provinces totalled 
342 million bushels. In Western Eur- 
ope, which produces about 60 per cent 
of Europe’s total wheat crop, wheat 
production is expected to be 5 per cent 
larger than last year’s crop of 895 mil- 
lion bushels. France should produce 
310 million bushels as against last 
year’s crop of 295 million. Italy’s crop 
should reach 290 million bushels. In- 
creases are also reported from the 
United Kingdom, Western Germany, 
Portugal and Greece. 

Eastern Europe and Asia 

Little definite information is avail- 
able from Eastern Europe, but the 
weather has been favorable there and 
there is likely to be a good harvest 
this year for the first time since the 
war. 

Prospects are favorable for most 
countries of Asia for-which reports are 
available. Better crops are forecast 
for Turkey, India and Iran, but Pakis- 
tan’s crop will likely be somewhat 
lower. 

Seeding is nearing completion in the 
Southern Hemisphere. Significant in- 
crease in acreage is expected in Argen- 
tina as a result of the government’s 
encouragement to growers to increase 
production. In Australia there has 
been some delay in seeding because 
of excessive. rainfall in some areas and 
dry weather in others. 


The Dairy Market 


Production is still below that of this 
time last year, and more moisture is 
required to put pastures in first-rate 
condition. The hay situation is re- 
garded by dairymen as even more seri- 
ous than the pasture situation. Prices 
are unchanged, with butter locally at 
90% cents for solids; special cream is 
54 cents, No. 1 is 52, No. 2 is 38, and 
off-grade 33, all f.o.b. Calgary.

Plant Breeders’ Committee to discuss 
the production and distribution of 
Foundation and Elite stock in Can- 
ada; urged that steps be taken to en- 
sure that registered seed be sealed in 
suitable and satisfactory containers;

The delegation, which included A. D. 
Hadland of Baldonnel, B.C., and J. L. 
Phelps, President of the Saskatchewan 
Farmers’ Union, was heard by Mr. 
Howe and Hon. James G. Gardiner, 
Minister of Agriculture. It was re- 
quested that the final payment be suf- 
ficient to bring the overall price per 
bushel up from the present level of 
$1.75 to $2.00 per bushel. Mr. Stimpfle 
estimated that there is, now approxi- 
mately 5 cents per bushel in the pool, 
and that if the additional amount 
were agreed upon it would have to be 
sought elsewhere. He contended, how- 
ever, that under the terms of the 
agreement the farmers are entitled to 
the higher figure. 

It was explained by the Ministers 
that no statement will be made until 
after the close of the crop year, July 
31st, but that the matter would be 
laid before the Cabinet after that date.

Tribute to “Unpaid Pubilicity” 

Report on the disposition of $10,000 
which had been granted for educa- 
tional purposes was given by H. G. L. 
Strange, who referred to the unpaid 
publicity given by newspapers and 
periodicals, and by the radio. On the 
booklet “First Steps’ and on other 
forms of educational work, some 
$1,460 was expended and about $8,500 
on production of a film “The Sower 
Went Forth Sowing.” 

In making the film, said Mr. Strange, 
three objects had been kept particu- 
larly in mind: to present information 
to younger members of the C.S.G.A.; 
to show the international value of 
Registered seed; and, _ according 
with the views of the FAO, to show 
the importance of increasing’ food- 
stuffs in order to cope with the grow- 
ing population of the world. Some 
story value was added, and some at- 
tractive classical music, so that the 
film lasts for 53 minutes. Several 
copies have been made of which one 


was ordered by the Alberta Branch of 


the C.S.G.A. and one by the Associa- 
tion especially for showing in West- 
ern Canada. One copy was sent by 
Searle Grain Company, Winnipeg, as a 
gift to Britain. 

Among outstanding addresses were 
those by J. G. C. Fraser, of the Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm at Ottawa, on 
the improvement of Elite and Foun- 
dation Stocks; and by Dr. C. H. Goul- 
den, also of the Central Experimental 
Farm staff, entitled ‘Improvements in 
Seed Quality Still Possible.’ 

Next year the C.S.G.A. will meet in 
Saskatoon.

Reaifirm Confidence in 
Wheat Agreement _ at 


IFAP Session in Sweden 
Reaffirmation of its confidence in the 
International Wheat Agreement was 
the outcome of a debate on wheat 
markets and wheat marketing at the 
recent annual meeting of the IFAP, 
in Saltsjobaden,. Sweden. 

The view was advanced by Alan 
Kline, speaking for the American Farm 
Bureau (and not on behalf of all U.S. 
farm organizations), that fixed high 
prices for farm products were tinsound, 
and he warned that the Wheat Agree- 
ment had not been tested by extremes 
of scarcity and plenty. 


SpeakMhg for Canada, J. H. Wesson, 
President of the Saskatchewan Wheat 
Pool, opposed this view. He declared 
that the Wheat Agreement was not 
an instrument to dispose of surpluses, 
but to fit supply to demand. He com- 
pared the economies of the U.S. and 
Canada; while the U.S., with 150 mil- 
lion people, could afford to subsidize 
its pre-war export of 10 per cent of its 
wheat production, Canada, with only 
13 million people, could not maintain 
the same price level for domestic con- 
sumption and subsidize up to 80 per 
cent of the total. His last point was 
that if temporary surpluses accumu- 
lated there must be some planning to 
ensure that they did not crash prices. 
To accept a laissez faire policy would 
take agriculture back down the road 
to the 1930’s, with their low prices, 
poverty and misery.

Not Hopeless If For West Only 

However, this aspect of the problem 
has been emphasized here to show that 
the possibility of persuading Parlia- 
ment to enact a new law, which will 
apply to the Western Provinces only, 
is not a hopeless one; but that, on the 
other hand, reformers will probably run 
into a stone wall if they attempt to 
get a new law applicable to all the 
English-speaking Provinces. 

Our tenth Province, Newfoundland, 
is like Quebec in having no divorce 
law. Each of three other Maritime 
Provinces has its own divorce act 
antedating Confederation and still in 
foree. That of Nova Scotia goes back 
to 1758, a century before the English 
Act came into force, and it is note- 
worthy that under the Nova Scotia 
statute cruelty is a ground for divorce. 
As a native Nova Scotian, the writer 
takes pride in that fact.
